" For spring comes slowly up this way.” 
Never so slowly we think impatiently as, 
equipped in January’s wool and furs, we 
brave squally skies and a bitter east wind 
that would do credit to early March, for 
the sake of a venturous country excursion, 
and come back to city sidewalks and fur­ 
nace heat bringing the only floral offering» 
that unaided nature seems likely to have 
ready for the Queen ’o the May—alder 
tassels, pussy willows, maple blooms and 
a few humble sheep noses. 
A few new 
bonnets have been seen since Easter, but 
for the rest we cower in .our thickest 
mufHing8, aud only shudder when told that 
since Pasque in New York the men have 
doffed their overcoats (top-coats, to be 
truly abreast of fashionable parlance), and 
saunter about in snug cutaways, with un­ 
happy roses in their button-holes, and the 
women have emerged from sealskins and 
sables and ulsters, to appear in polonaises 
and marquise jackets, almost too close- 
fitting for even that thin bit of armor, the 
under-vest of chamois leather. 
Beside 
weather only suited to 


T H E PEN IT EN TIA L SEASON 
We reckoned over, the butchers are almost 
forcing us to prolong our Lenten rigor in 
the use of 
and abstention from meat. 
Twenty eight and 30 cents per pound for a 
roasting piece, 32 to 35 cents ditto for sir­ 
loin steak, and the cheaper cuts at pro­ 
portionately raised rates. 
But what, in 
the way of food or shelter or firing, is not 
dear in this spring) of 1S82? In the whole 
coat of living, indeed, save perhaps some 
articles of ciothing. 
Lately, to test the 
difference in results, if difference existed, 
of the training of pupils according to the 
public cchool method in this city and to 
that in use at Quincy, scholars ot various 
grades in each system were required to 
write, in twenty minutes, Borne sort of 
answer to the question, “ W hat is my 
school doiDg for me 7” One boy announced 
in his summary that his school had taught 
him this was not the best country in the 
world. 
Lexington, Bunker Hill, and the 
Spirit of '7t>: 
A boy descended likely 
enough from one of those very boys who 
made their declaration of independence in 
that famous appeal to the British General 
concerning Ilia soldiers’ interference with 
the haunts aud sports of Yankee school 
boys ! 
But, patriotism aside, is this 
TIIE^PINEST COUNTRY 
To live in on the globe 1 
W hat did the 
Consular reports to Government of the 
price of living in various countries make 
out America to be ? The place where prices 
ruled higher than anywhere save in the two 
cities of Vienna and Berlin. 
In Paris— 
which is dear compared with the Paris of 
twenty years ago—one may get a modest, 
pretty little suit of rooms for what one 
good one costs here, and a workingwoman 
who doesn’t mind climbing may lodge her­ 
self well for one dollar the month. 
In 
London it is easy enough to follow that 
economical rule which prescribes that rent 
should consume not inore than ona-sixth 
oi the yearly income. 
A 'good bonse in 
Kensington or Biyswater, that there com­ 
mands S40O or S500 a yea-, would, either 
in Boston or Pmlsdelphia, bring §300 to 
§1,000, and in New York §1,200. 
In 
pretty fuburban districts of London one 
may get a tasteful house and goodlv slice 
of garden plot for from §200 to §350 that 
would easily let in any suburb of Boston 
for quite double the money, aud for much 
more than that in the choicer ones. 
In my 
own London days T knfew several literary 
3f 4t-t'stio workers who lived iu lodgings— 
parlor, ~ s1i^¡Cg~to*Sly-_£Ílcndance, food 
washing—at a cost of §10 the"week.'—SBIW 
could include a fire also in that sum, but 
that was rather a triumph of management. 
For myself, if I may be pardoned a bit of 
personality, I sigh as I think I shall never 
again be placed so altogether to my mind 
as regards work, for, like Hawthorne, I 
believed there never could be a finer work­ 
shop than is mighty London. 
I had lodg­ 
ings in Kensington, close to the parks, 
within reach of everything. 
I had my 
own maid, there was always 


D IN N ER E N O rC Il 
For a sudden guest, and I could give 5 
o’clock tea to several simultaneous people, 
yet my weekly expenses averaged about 
810, and rever, ou any wildly prodigal oc­ 
casion, mounted to §20. 
Here the very 
skeleton of snch an existence would cost 
thrice as much, aud where would be the 
art, music, books, histoiy, that, almost 
costless, there clothed with symmetry the 
bare details of a working life ? 
Why do 
Americans linger abroad ? Not because 
they love home and home people less, but 
that life in tho Old World is so much 
easier—padded to any one who has what 
may be called an income at all, and that it 
givea to peoplo of educated tastes and slen­ 
der means what even Cicoins here may 
bardly compass. 
We arc not greatly to 
blame for what is the greatest lack in 
American life, but that mere warmth, shel­ 
ter and bread and butter should cost hero 
what they do cannot be necessary. 
It is 
hard to hear in this rich young world that 
cruel phrase, “ the struggle for life.” 
Ho 
we struggle for what we do not really 
need ? 
The question suggests itself apro­ 
pos of a Lenten experiment by a Catholic 
physician in London. 
Another London 
physician had declared, in one of the daily 
journals, that milk, butter, cheese and eggs 
are the equivalents of flsah, ami that with­ 
out either fiesh, fish, or these substitutes, 
men cannot properly be fed. 
The Catholic 
believed that mankind may be perfectly 
nourished on a purely vegetable d ie t; that 
the quantity of food sufficient for the best 
health is much less than people believe, the 
necessary cost of bodily sustenance very 
small, and so, on Ash Wednesday, he be­ 
gan to test his theories on his own body. 
He began upon 


ONF m eal a day 
Of brown bread and stewed raisins, of the 
dry weight of eight ounces. 
For a fort­ 
night he continued upon one meal daily, 
seventonineounces, “ water-free,” of purely 
vegetable food, keeping in good health and 
spirits, writing, lecturing, seeing patients, 
attending difficult cases for twelve or fifteen 
hours in each twenty-four. 
Then, to vary 
the experiment, he divided the cost and 
quantity of food into two meals, taken at 
10 A. M. and 5 P. M. 
His conclusions are 
that one may he perfectly sustained upon s 
rigidly vegetable diet ; that a fair average 
diet is, in quantity, abnnt twelve dry 
ounces per day, and that the greater num­ 
ber of invalida and dyspeptics would sooner 
get wc-11 on eight ounces. 
As to cost, he 
could not, upon his eight or Dine ounces of 
daily food, spend more than five farthings— 
one cent and a half. 
Now, with all its varieties, the human 
digestion, for every good re»3on, surely 
might better accustom itseif to a diet and 
expenditure more Dearly akin to this than 
to the ordinary standard. 
W hat else does 
that saying, “ All diseases stop at the gate 
of a Trappiat monastery,” mean ? 
But if 
we can live, arid live healthfully, npon 
twelve ounces of vegetable food, what be- 
comea for Gatholica of any need of dis- 
E 
snsation from abstinence or fasting in 
ent? 
Twelve ounces of daily bread is 
much more than Homan rigor of Lenten 
observance. 
Did I malign Massachusetts the other 
day when I inferred she was Unitarian or 
nothing? The Adrertixer “ went to meet­ 
in g ’’ here in B.ston lately, and “ counted 
noses when it should have been listening to 
the sermon," says the f'o t. 
HERE AP.F. THE FIGURE.-, : 
Homan Catholics, 49,337 ; Baptists, 15,775; 
'Trinitarian 
Congregationalists, 
15 003; 
Episcopalians, 12,040; Methodists, 11,394; 
Unitarians, 9,32ti ; and eo on, down to 
Swedenborgian, 530 ; 
all others abont 
3,000. 
But are the Spiritualists included 
in the 3,000 “ all others ?” 
That doesn’t 
seem possible, for apparently Boston should 
be the spiritualistic headquarters of the 
United States. 
In tho //er-oi</’s advertise­ 
ment of Sunday services thero are regu­ 
larly twelve seances announced, and one 
can hardly traverse a street without sesing 
a sign of one or another kind of medium, 
and if one shonld express feelings antag­ 
onistic to Spiritualism in a mixed company 
here, that, indec 1, would be a terrible 
business. 
The Catholic superiority of 
church attendance is not surprising, for 
Catholics are bound to fiesr mass, and 


t' ough once a lsw was passed forbiddirg 
any ecclesiastic of Roman adherence in the 
colony, there is no tradition of its enforce­ 
ment, and, strangely enough, 
Baptists, 
Episcopalians and Quakers fared much 
harder at the hands of Government than 
did Catholics. 
Nearly fifty years ago a 
mob burned the Ursuline 
Convent at 
Somerville, and the new cathedral here 
has used in its walls a good deal of brick 
from the old bnrned bnilding, moved prob­ 
ably by a sentiment not unlike that that 
raised the tablet in the Old South record­ 
ing the fact that the bnilding was dese­ 
crated by British soldiers during the Revo­ 
lution. 
I referred, in an earlier paragraph, to the 
writing and composition test applied to 
pupils taught after both Boston and Qnincy 
public school methods. These two methods 
are on trial before the country, and any 
test that proves anything is valuable and 
interesting. 
Roughly speaking, the Bos­ 
ton method may be said to include almost 
all the more commonly desirable depart­ 
ments of study. 
The Quincy method 
seems more practical, and chiefly spends 
itseif npon the elementary branches, in­ 
spiring an enthusiasm for knowledge, and 
patting boys and girls in the way to them ­ 
selves make use of books, facts and all 
sources of information they are to en­ 
counter in life. 
When one considers that 
most public school scholars mnst have all 
done for them that school can do in about 
eight years, that time seems miserably 
short in which to crowd all the topics taken 
up, all the 
.-srECIAL TRAINING 
Undertaken by the Boston system. 
The 
Boston regime is perhaps an ideal one for 
the bright hoy or girl who has nine or ten 
years to give to it, and nobody worth 
troubling about—but ho»- about the back­ 
ward scholar, and how about anyone who 
is to need good eyes, lungs, back, stomach 
and muscles ? The Qainoy method seeks 
to arouse faculties rather than to fill an 
unready storehouse with information. The 
teaching is very largely oral, and the 
teachers are of the best. 
They are not 
overburdened, they are not straggling 
against time and overburdened scholars, 
and the system is the natural one in whioh 
mind strikes upon mind. 
The interest of 
Qaincy scholars in their school work—the 
interest of the average scholars—is a 
strong argument in the method’s favor. 
Bat w ith saoh teachers as the Quincy sys­ 
tem possesses even the dry bones of the 
country district 
school system, or no 
system, wonld leap with life, tor the teach­ 
er is the potent factor in aDy method. 
The test " W hat is my school doing for 
me ? ” was perhaps not widely enough 
applied to have its answers very trust 
worthy, but, in its limited use, the Quincy 
writing was better, the spelling more acu- 
rate, the expression more idiomatic. 
Still 
there was great go in what the Boston 
scholars wrote, and I conclude with the 
paper of a little fellow seven and a half 
years old which I think should satisfy the 
parent of any such small chap tanght any. 
where, by any method : 
“ My school is 
teaching me arithmetic, geography, read­ 
ing, spelling, writing, singing, to be oart ful 
in my work, to do my level best in every­ 
thing, and to be a good hoy. 
Almost all of 
these things are tittiDg me for good posi­ 
tions in manhood. 
Reading will allow me 
to read books and get knowledge from 
them. 
W riting will allow me to writs 
letters and to keep accounts. 
Arithmetic

action in providing one for the other, bronght them 
more closely together than other organizations of 
man were able to unite their members at that time. 
They became bound together by the ties born of 
danger as well as those the outgrowth of pence. 
Tue necessities of the case required them to have 
certain methods of becoming acquainted one w.th 
the other and each with all, when the exigencies of 
life compelled them to be far from the sequestered 
glade which they called home ; and fr >m these ne­ 
cessities arose among them a code of signs, bywords 
and signals by which they could recognize a true 
F--roster, however di»gulsed, or wherever they 
m uht be. 
These men were devoted to the chase ; they w ere 
the mo t skilled of ail England in the u*e of anna 
peculiar to hunters, and derived moot of their fo k1 
from their use. They reverted, as it were, to the 
early condition of man, abandoning agriculture as a 
means of living, and thus were obliged, by the force 
of Iheir methods of existence, to do as primitive 
man aid, form & grand fratcmiti’, embracing oil who , 
entored their forests and sympathiz d w*th their 
lives, wherein all could meet on an equality, all 
mingle in common ; wherein the spoil taken from | 
the enemy was divided amongst every member of ; 
the band, share and ?hare alike; where th"* 
race and caste distinctions, »o prominently char* 
ac'cristic of the Norman» and their followers,-' 
were, both in theory and in practice, unknown. 
They sometimes, perhaps frequently, raided the 
unduly rich, m d constituted thcmsclve* tho din- 
poser of their fortunes ; but to their credit be it 
said, they always remembered and assisted the poor, 
even if they originally furnished not the mean* of 
such remembrar.ee. No outcast ever went from 
bherwood Forest hungry or naked; no poor wid^w 
eter raised unanswered to the Forester, that plun 
dcred arrogant Baron or pompous Bishop, her voice 
in piteous appeal for alma ; no orphan seeking that 
protection denied him In the cold world, over failed 
to find comfort and support at the handa of the bold 
Foresters who kept alive, in the wilds of “ Merrie 
England,” the spirit of Anglo-Saxon independence* 
Compelled to deal with others not mtrabers of 
their fraternity, obliged sometimes to rely upon 
people connected with the outer world for the trans­ 
action of even their simple buiino**, called ufon by 
their very moue of life to make friends and to help 
and trust them, they were In the habit of giving t » 
those friends a hunting-horn, and teaching them 
how to blow with the born three peculiar notes, and 
instructing them that, wherever they might be, aud 
help was needed, either to protect ’them from the 
violence and rapine of the handed knights in the 
highways or valleys of the land, or when lost in the 
secret walks and wo.ded glens of the va?t forest* 
that then spread their almost impenetrable shade 
over the fairest shires of Britain, or to release them­ 
selves from the grim grasp of sorrow and poverty, 
the sounding upon the horn of the three c&hali tic 
blasts would summon to their aid those ready and 
willing to render assistance. The rules of these 
men bou»d every Forester to answer at once the call 
thus made upon him. They prescribed that any 
and all Foreaters to whoee ears the well-known sig­ 
nal of the hunting-horn was l»orne were bound to 
drop all business, to cease all pleasure and hasten 
to give the help required thus at their hands. The 
bow, ready drawn to hurl the arrow upon beast or 
man, must be relaxed ; the knife, gleaming at the 
throat of the captured stag or doe, must be sheathed 
and the captured suffered to go unbanned ; the 
feast must be left to moulder or to waste ; all work 
be cast aside, and every ene hasten to the spot from 
which the «.-all was made. 
Many are the deeds of daring, many are the heroic 
acts recounted of the brave men of Sherwood Forest 
when doing their duty as Foresters in thus answer- , 
ing the cry f°r “ d made by the friend to whom 
they had intrusted their signal-horn. Their proud . 
and truthful boast was that the Forester's warn- 
mg notes were never uttered in rain, whether 
beneath the glowing noonday sun, the blackness of 
night’s encompassing clouds, amidst sylvan retreats, 
or under the frowning turrets of rnoatcd caetlc*; 
that the green ierkin immortalized by Kobin Hood 
and Allen a’Dale iras never tarnished by failure to 
prove by action the faith plighted to man, or by the . 
neglect to exemplify in deed the friendship pledg'd 
in word. 
We of this later day who call ourselves Foresters, 
and in part have copied the signal» and founded our 
society upon the rules and regulations of the Forest­ 
ers of old, have our horn, have our three notes, have 
.<>r methods of making one another acquainted, our 
means of rallying to the support of every weak »nd . 
suffering brother the whole vast rnemberehip of the j 
Ancient Order of Foresters from ail portions of the 
h sbit«bl« globe. 
We come not, however, to answer : 
their summons with sword or bow, we are not obliged ’ 
to eivc or to reea the battlefield of life in order to 
aid those asking

The notes sounded by the Forester» of this day 
are Unity, Benevolence and Concord, as taught in 
the Courti of the Ancient Order of For -tt.ru.

Lori Frederick 
Cavendish, the newly-appointed Secretary 
for Ireland, and uf Mr. Burke, the perma­ 
nent Under Secretary, while they were 
walking through the PL<»nix Park, Dublin, 
on Saturday evening, has naturally pro­ 
duced a u t fl ?ct o p o n the public mind every­ 
where, similar to that which the news of 
President Garfield's murder created. 
For 
in b o th c a se s th e 
u tm o s t bewilderment 
could not but be engendered by the appar­ 
ent p«irpo8* le8sriPss o f the crime, though 
this feeling in th e present case will not last. 
The Dublin assassinations were not the 


w o rk of a single unatic. 
They cannot be 
charged to insanity'. 
Four men at least 
are known to have participated in the hor 
rible butchery of Lord Cavendish and Mr. 
Burke, and it was as deliberate and cold­ 
blooded an atrocity as any of th#* thousand 
and one dreadful agrarian outrages which 
have stained the record of Ireland. 
But 
though the crime waf plainly the result of 
conspiracy and careful premeditation, it is 
not at once easy to find a plausible motive 
for it. 
A t the first glance such a deed 
would appear to be so fatally opposed to 
Irish interests that its purpose oould not 
be conjectured. 
The Irish Land league 
had just gained a great victory over the 
Kuglish Government.* <Gladstone had been 
compelled to change his Irish policy com­ 
pletely. 
The resignation of Forster, who 
was particularly obnoxious to the leaguers, 
had been accepted. 
The abandonment of 
Coercion had been announced. 
And the 
appointment of 
Karl Spencer as Lord 
lieutenant, and Lord Frederick Cavendish 
as < hief Secretary for Ireland, was under­ 
stood to he the first step towards a new 
policy of concession and conciliation. 
Lord Cavendish in fact went to Ireland 
with the plive-branch m his hand. 
But he 
had not been in Dublin forty-eight hours be­ 
fore the appalling news was heard that he 
and the permanent Under Secretary had 
been literally stabbed to death with knives, 
within a short distance of the Castle, in 
broad daylight, and within hearing and al­ 
most within sight of hundreds ei people. 
And now it is necessary to ascertain what 
this hideous double murder really means. 
We do not believe in the theory of private 
revenge. 
W e believe that this horrible 
crime was the work of a secret organiza­ 
tion. 
We do not believe that the Land 
League leaders or the league itself share 
the responsibility for it, however. Mr. Par­ 
nell is an agitator, but he is not and never 
has been an advocate of violence in any 
form, nor has the Lind League at any time 
countenanced or taken part in outrages. 
But the Land League is not the only or­ 
ganization in Ireland. 
The F'enian Broth­ 
erhood has not been heard of so much lately 
as a few years ago, but it is not dead, and 
it is the one association in Ireland whose 
leaders are radically opposed to any meas­ 
ures which may tend to put an end to 
anarchy in the island. 
It is the plain interest of Parnell and his 
followers to use all their influence at the 
present juncture for the stoppage of out­ 
rages and the restoration of law* and order. 
The only possible way to sustain Mr, 
Gladstone’s Government is to make it ap­ 
pear that the new policy is successful 
w here the old one failed. 
But the Fenians 
have never held with Parnell. 
They have 
always favored insurrection, anarchy, vio­ 
lence and lawlessness. The Irish-American 
organ published in New York, and which 
for years has been preaching the most de­ 
testable and infamous doctrines, advocat­ 
ing assassination, and calling for more and 
greater outrages, suggesting the use of 
dynamite, and in every conceivable way 
stimulating the ruffianism and brutality of 
the worst elements of its party, has paved 
the way for just such infernal crimes as 
this, and has openly taught that they are 
both necessary and right. 
The men who 
from a safe distance urge on their coun-

The jury in the Hurtado case does not 
appear to have thought that seduction 
is an excuse for murder, for they have 
brought in a verdict of murder in the first 
degree, which under the circumstances 
carries with it the death penalty. 
And it 
must be said that this is a very remarkable 
outcome, for it is opposed to a long line of 
verdicts in which juries have acquitted 
murderers in utter defiance of the law, and 
have thus so demoralized many Judges as 
to make them think that the plea of seduc­ 
tion was somehow admissible under the 
law. 
In the Hurtado case the ruling of 
the Court put this question straight at the 
beginning, and though the fact of the se­ 
duction was subsequently put in evidence 
in support of the plea of insanity, it seems 
clear that the jury kept in mind the state­ 
ment of the Court, and refused to be led 
astray upon that issue. 
Grove L. Johnson, 
who prosecuted, has certainly won a de­ 
cided triumph in this case, for it mu9t be 
admitted that all the probabilities seemed 
against him, and that the jury would have 
had ample precedent for acquitting the 
prisoner. 
No doubt the case will be car­ 
ried to the Supreme Court on the ruling of 
Judge Denson upon the inadmissibility of 
the evidence of the seduction, aDd that 
tribunal will, it is to be hoped, take advan­ 
tage of the opportunity to make a strong 
and clear ruling upon this important point. 
It is certainly time it waa settled, for in­ 
numerable defeats of justice have occurred 
through judicial confusion of mind in re­ 
gard to the scope of the admissible defense 
in murder cases.

plete remedy for the grievances of that 
country. 
Now it is the Fenians alone 
whose past policy puts them in a position 
to be benefited hy this assassination. 
I t is 
a terrible blow to all Irishmen who are 
hoping for the settlement of the Irish 
qnestion by constitutional methods, but 
for those who prefer that there shall bo no 
settlement, who think it possible for Ire­ 
land to conquer her independence by force 
of arms, the case is calculated to wear a 
very different aspect. 
It is quite easy to conceive that some of 
these irreconcilables may have deliberately 
caused this deed to be done for the purpose 
of making pacification hopeless; lor the pur­ 
pose of deepening and widening the chasm 
between England and Ireland; perhaps 
with the expectation even of precipitating 
actual warfare between the two countries. 
This is the one probable and plausible 
theory which pressnts itielf. 
It is of 
course simply absurd for anyone to pretend 
that no Irish organization would be capable 
of such an atrocity, when the blood-thirsty 
articles of the Irith World are Ipproved 
and indorsed by thousands, when O'Doc- 
novan Kosa and his piratical gang find 
plenty of supporters, when a recent Con­ 
vention of Irish-Americans made provision 
for carrying on secret war by the most 
deadly and lawless methods, and when 
agrarian outrages are occurring all over 
Ireland by scores every month. 
In Bhort, 
it is perfectly clear that there is no want 
of material for this or any other devilish 
crime, nor, which is worse, any lack of 
public opinion to back such atrocities. 
W hat the political effect of these assassina­ 
tions will be, cannot now be surmised. All 
that seems quite certain is that they must 
react disastrously upon Irish interests. 
They may raise a storm in England which 
will unseat Gladstone, and put in power 
a Tory Government pledged to the most 
rigorous repression of lawlessness in Ire­ 
land. 
And while it does not seem prob­ 
able that the Land League will be held 
responsible for them, a great many people 
will be apt to assume that there is but 
little difference between the Leaguers and 
the Fenians. 
That Gladstone will be able 
to carry out his new policy cannot be 
ho¡>ed. 
This great orime muat call a halt 
to everything. 
In the face of such deeds 
there can be no more concessions to Irish 
demands, at least 
for the present. 
In 
short, the event suddenly throws Ireland 
from a position which promised the best 
results, into a worse state of confusion 
than ever, and by discrediting the Irish 
leaders like Parnell who discountenance 
violence, it strengthens the handB of the 
Tories, and of all who hold that the only 
way to govern Ireland is with an iron rod. 


The 1’reaident has issued a pardon to 
Fitz John Porter, for so much of his sen­ 
tence as is continuous. 
This pardon re­ 
lieves him from all the disabilities imposed 
by the original sentence of the Court- 
martial, but it goes no further. 
The 
President's legal advisers have informed 
him that it waa beyond his power to re­ 
store Porter to bis army rack ; that Con­ 
gress alone could do that. 
The President, 
however, could pardon him, and thus re­ 
lieve him from the continuing disability 
under which he sellers, and this has now 
been done. 
W hatever else is to bo effected 
must be through Congress, and it is plain 
that General Porter will have a very diffi­ 
cult task there, since his most inveterate 
enemies are precisely those who refase to 
review his case, and shamelessly declare 
their intention of perpetuating what every 
fair-minded and intelligent person is now 
convinced was a cruel wrong inflicted upon 
a brave and loyal officer. 
Porter deserves 
to be restored to his old rank, but whether 
he will obtain justice from Congress is a 
very problematical question.

W hat W hisky D id.— A man named 
Berthieu Mathieu, who lived at the corner 
of Dupont and Pacific streets, San Fran­ 
cisco, was killed in Oakland by a train Sat­ 
urday afternoon.

Dublin, May 6th —Lard Frederick Caven­ 
dish, the new Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
and E ul Spencer had remained at Dublin 
Castle, engaged in the transaction of official 
business, until 6 o’clock this evening, when 
each drove to his respective residence. 
After 
dinner Lord Cavendish and Thomas Henry 
Burke, 
Under 
Secretary, 
went 
for 
a 
walk iu Pkcesix I’ark. They were both 
strolling 
in 
the 
park, 
about 
a 
mile 
from the city gate and a quarter of a 
mile from the Chief Secretary’s lodge, when 
a car drove up containing four men, two of 
whom jumped down from the car and at­ 
tacked Lord Frederick Cavendish and Mr. 
Burke, stabbing them several times in the 
throat and breaat. The victims struggled 
hard for life, and in the struggle became 
separated, their bodies being found some ten 
paces apart. The tragedy occurred about 7 
o'clock, in broad daylight. 
THE DISCOVERY OF THE BODIES. 
The bodies were first discovered by two 
young gentlemen who were riding bicycles 
through the park, and who immediately gave 
the alarm to the police. The surgeons soon 
reached the spot, but the police were already 
conveying Burke’s b ,dy to town, where an 
examination showed life to be extiDct. The 
upper part of the body was perforated in a 
shocking manner, aud presented a ghastly 
sight. 
Proceeding further, the medical men 
reached the body of Lord Frederick Caven­ 
dish, which waa being conveyed away from 
the park on a stretcher. The body of the 
Chief Secretary displayed some dreadful 
wounds, in addition to which the left arm 
was also broken and torn, as if he had put it 
up to protect his breast. Lord Frederick 
Cavendish was quite dead. The bodies were 
taken to the Stevens Hospital, where they 
will remain until an inquest Is held. 
A GHASTLY SCESE. 
The locality of the outrage ia terribly 
marked with blood. 
The spot where the 
body of Lord Frederic Cavendish was found 
was absolutely deluged, while Burke’s body 
lay in a pool of blood. 
It is said that after 
the act the murderers immediately drove i ff. 
There seems to be no clue to the assassins at 
present, hut the police are taking the most 
extraordinary measures to discover the per­ 
petrators. A large quantity cf notes and 
gold ccia, besides their watches, was found 
in the pockets of the victims, which showed 
that the object of the crime was not robbery. 
RAPID SPREAD OP THE SEWS. 
The news rapidly spread, and created the 
wildest excitement and consternation in the 
city. Lord Spencer and the Vice-Regent's 
party here were just going down to dinner at 
the Lodge when the news was sent to them. 
Some numbers of the household were at the 
opera at the Gaiety Theater, and were sent 
for. 
When the cause of their departure from 
the Opera-house was known, the excitement 
was. intense, and the proposal was made to 
stop the opera. 
It was ultimately cut short 
Lord F'rederick Cavendish only arrived in 
Dublin this afternoon along with Earl Spen­ 
cer, the uew Lord Lieutenant. He waa 
present at the installation ceremony in Dub­ 
lin Castle, and left there with Mr. Burke, 
hie fella*.victim, earl; in the evening. I t is 
stated (hat some lads riding on bicycles in 
the Park saw the attack and the murder, 
which was the work of less than a minute. 
More people were within a few hundred 
yardB of the scene of the assassination, but 
no one appears to have been near enough to 
interfere. 
When the ltodies were first found 
TiOrd Frederick Cavendish’s lips were moving 
as if he were trying to speak, but he Bhowed 
uo further sigue of consciousness. 


A BOY’S STORY. 
A boy named Jacob states that while birds- 
nesting in the park he saw about 200 yards 
from where he wss, end 'ciose to the read, a 
group of men, as if wrestling. 
He thought 
they were roughs, and did not pay any at­ 
tention to them. 
He then saw two men fall 
to the ground, and four others jump on a car 
and drive off toward the chapel, which liee 
in the direction opposite to the city. They 
drove at a rapid pace, and he could n it give 
any description of the appearance of the men. 
EXAMINATION OF THE BODIES. 
On examination at the hospital, it was 
found that Burke had received several stabs 
near the region of the heart, and his throat 
had been cut almost completely acroee. 
His 
clothes were absolutely saturated with blood, 
and the hemorrhage mu«t h«ve heen tremen­ 
dous. 
n is clo’hes were also tore, Mr glnvrs 
had been torn in maoy places, and his hands 
bore marks suggestive of a fierce encounter 
with his assailants. 
Lord Frederick did not wear gloves. 
He 
had been stabbed iu several places about the 
chest. 
One wound was through the right 
luDg and penetrated deeply. 
A REMARKABLE FACT. 
At the time of the dreadful occurrence the 
Park, as ndght be expected on a lovely even­ 
ing, w as crowded in many places with people, 
ft is a remarkable fact, and one suggesting 
that the murderous onslaught must have been 
short, terrible and decisive, that mauy per­ 
sons were sitting and walking within a few 
hundred yards of where the bodies were 
found, and beard nothing of the affair. 
THEORY OF THE ATTACK. 
It is supposed that Butke was first assailed 
and stabbed through the heart. Cavendish 
attempted to defend him, but he too waa 
stabbed by the assassins. They repeatedly 
plunged their kuivea iuto the breasts of their 
victims, and having cut their throats they 
got ou their car and drove rapidly from the 
Park by the Chapelizod gate. 
THE MURDERED MEN. 


L o n d o n , May 7th.—Lord Frederick Chailes 
Cavendish was the secoDd surviving son of 
the seventh Duke of Devonshire. He was 
born at Canpton Place, Sussex, the seat cf 
the Cavendish family, November 30, 1836. 
He was educated at Trinity College, Cam­ 
bridge, and was private Secretary to Lord 
Granville from 1868 to 18C4, wnile the latter 
was President of the Council In June, 1864, 
he was married to Lucy Caroline, second 
daughter of Lord Littletoo. 
He was a 
Liberal in politics, and since 1865 he has rejc 
resented the Northwest Riding of Yorkshire 
in Parliament. Since the formation of the 
Gladstone Ministry he has been Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury. All the b o u s of 
the Duke of Devonshire are members of the 
British Parliament. The Duke has been in 
the Ifonse of Lords since 1834. 
His heir, 
the Marquis of Hartington, has been in the 
Honse ot Commons most of the time Bince 
1857, aud a few years ago be was the 
leader of the Liberals during the tempo­ 
rary 
retirement 
of 
Gladstone. 
Lord 
Edward 
Cavendish, 
third 
son of the 
Duke, has been in the Commons most of 
the time since 18(15. 
The Flake of Devon­ 
shire is a man of influence in the private 
councils of his party, but his studions habits 
have kept him from comiDg much before the 
public. The Cavendishes have the reputation 
of being good landlords, and they have gen­ 
erally worked on the principle that property- 
owners have> duties as well as rights. The 
family has more than once rendered valuable 
services to popular causes. 
The estates of 
the Duke of Devonshire comprise 183 000 
acres, which are iu fourteen counties. 
Thomas Haviland Burke, Under Secretary 
for Ireland, held the same office under Fors­ 
ter, and was still actiHg as such, it having 
been understood that no change would be 
made for the present. 
FHtENIX PARK. 
PL-i aix Park, on the northwest boundary 
of Dublin, is seven miles in circumference, 
and includes an area of 1,759 acres. 
The 
park is in itself beautiful, and the nearness of 
the Dublin and Wicklow mountains adds 
greatly to its attractions. 
The Vice-Regal 
Lodge and the Chief Secretary's Lodge are 
the only buildings inside the gates, and they 
have little pretension beyond their size. 
c o ro n e r's in q u e st. 
Debu s. May 7th.—The inquest on the 
bodies opened to-day. 
Twenty jurors had 
been summoned over night, and all answered 
to their names exc»pt two. The jury consisted 
of gentlemen. 
Mounted police occupied the 
hospital yard. There was a large crowd of 
people outside. 
Mr. Whyte, the City Coro- 
nor, said he summoned the jury to meet on 
Sunday, in order that the remains might be 
removed at once. He declared that language 
was inadequate to expresa the horror aud 
shame which all must feel. 
After the jury 
had viewed the bodies, the Coroner stated 
that the cause of death was quite apparent, 
but that he would adjourn the inquest until 
Monday for formal evidence. 
The murder must have been quite visible 
from the windows of the Vice-Regal Lodge. 
It is said that Earl Spencer himself saw the 
scutti i from his bedroom window, but the 
police are unable to vouch for the accuracy 
of the rumor. 
Earl Spencer, to whom the news was first 
broken hy Colonel Caulfield, w s b terribly 
shocked. 
It is stated that he intends to re­ 
sign immediately. 
VARIOUS ITEMS FROM DUBLIN. 


L o n d o n , May 7 th .—A correspondent at 
Dublin telegraphs as iollows : A gentleman 
informs me that at about 2 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon he saw a country car of a peculiar 


build driving through Graftoa street, ft con­ 
tained four very mspioious lookirg fellows 
with blackened faces ai d wearing Elouched 
hats pulled down iu front, so as to some ex­ 
tent conceal tbeir faces. 
The victims of the tragedy are laid out on 
beds in the hospital, just ss they were 
brought in. The hospital surgeon Btates that 
he fancied he felt aslight pulsa’i m inBurke’s 
tody when he first saw i*. 
Telegrams were immediately sent to all the 
Isílice stations in Great Britain, giviog infor­ 
mation of the murder. 
It has been ascertained that Under Secre­ 
tary Burke walked from the Castle to the 
park gate, where he got in a car, and while 
driving through the paik overtook a gentle­ 
man. 
Mr. 
Burke 
alighted 
from 
the 
car and accompanied the gentleman, who was 
undoubtedly Lord Frederick Cavendieb, on 
foot. The carman returned to the city. 
Burke had long been regarded with ex­ 
treme disfavor by the Nationalists of Ireland. 
Police are on guard at the scene of the 
murder, in order to prevent ieterference with 
the pools of blood. 
Orders have been issued tiiat oil boats from 
Ireland be searched for the assassins. 
The face of Lord Frederick Cavendish, as 
he lies dead in the hospital, is calm and 
peaceful, Burke’s countenance has a look of 
great agony. 
Captain Ross, late Secretary of Mr. Fors­ 
ter, has gone, wiih special report and as the 
representative of Esrl Spencer, to London. 
Burke’s sister has bee -me quite hysterical 
aud weak, 
The report that Bhe and Mr. 
Burke’s brother were mi-sing had no founda­ 
tion. 
It was reported to-day that Mr. Burke was 
the victim whose assssdtation hid leen 
planned, and that Lord Frederick Cavendish 
was only killed because he was in Burke’s 
company. 
Maguire, oae of the men who discovered 
the remains, says only five or ten minutes 
elapsed between his meeting Civendish and 
Burke alive and well and finding their 
corpses. 
It is belie'ed that Burke was aware that 
his movements were dogged. 
He had fre­ 
quently been advised to hatean escort, but 
always refused. 
Early this morning, iu order to alliy the 
excitement, oribrs were sent from Dublin 
Castle to clear away the blood at tbe scene of 
the murder, aDd tbe p< lice guarding the spot 
have been withdrawn. 
There will he bd indignation meeting of 
citizens of Dublin Monday, the Mayor pre­ 
siding. 
A huge subscription as a reward for infor­ 
mation leading to the discovery of the mur­ 
derers is talked of. 


PRECAUTIONS OF THE LORD LIEUTENANT. 
Dublin, May 7th.—Fiarl Spencer went to 
the Castle this morning escorted by hnssars, 
and remained eight hours with the Council. 


PARNELL AND DAVITT. 
L o n d o n , M b ; 7th.—Speaking of the trag­ 
edy to day, Parnell Riidi “ I am horrified 
more than 1 can express. This is one of the 
most atrociona crimes ever committed. 
Its 
effect must certainly be most damaging to 
the Irish people. 
1 have always found Lore! 
F’rederick Cavendish a most amiable gentle­ 
man, painstaking and strictly conscientious 
in the fulfillment of his official duties. 1 did 
not share the disappointment expressed in 
Liberal Irish circles regarding his appoint­ 
ment, as I anticipated that the principal re­ 
forms of the present session, such as the 
amendment to the Land Act, wotiM be under 
Gladstone’s supervision, and I believed the 
administrative reforms would he somewhat 
pis'pjned.

or my despair at their consequences.

When the Government had 
just runa risk in introducing a new policy, 
when everything seemed bright and hopeful, 
when all expected the outrages to cease, that 
this terrible event should dash our hopes 
I 
wish to God that I never had left Portland. 
Tha crióte wan without motive, is not only 
the. must fatal blow that has ever been -struck 
at the Land League, but one of the most 
disastrous blows which has been sustained by 
the national cause during the last century. 
Its occurrence, at this particular juncture 
seems like a terrible destiny. My ouly hope 
ia that the assassins may be discovered and 
punished as they deserve. 
It is wonderful 
how the outrage could occur within a fevz 
hundred yards of the constabulary depot.” 


DILLON, SEXTON AND BIGGAR. 
L o n d o n , May 7th.—Dillon, in an interview 
to-day, said that he deeply deplored the sor­ 
rowful tidings. 
He fully concurred ia the 
opiuivns ou :hs outrage expressed by Parnell 
and Davitt. 
Sexton said : " I am horrified. I regarded 
Lord Frederick Cavendish as an amiable and 
painstaking gentlemar. 
He was certain’; 
considered a capable administrator. 
Tho 
first feeling on the appointment of Lord 
F'rederick was undoubtedly one r f disappoiot- 
ment, but it began to be gradually under­ 
stood that Mr. Gladstone cent him to Ireland 
to have the advantage of the service of cne 
with whom he had long worked, thereby en­ 
abling him to apply his own will more freely 
to the Irish difficulties. There is no reason to 
believe that there wis the slightest personal 
feeling against Lord F’rederick in any political 
quarter of I --eland. IcaBnothslprurmisicgthat 
be muBt have been mistaken by the murderers 
for some one else. Mr. Burke hod beeu con­ 
nected with the Castle for many years. Pub­ 
lic feeling from time to time identified him 
with many harsh measures, but well informed 
persons have always Held that Mr. Burke 
confined himself rigorously to his duties. He 
was very little known to the Dublin populace. 
He was present unrecognized at the great 
political meeting in l’i o-iix X’ark last sum­ 
mer. 
He belonged to a land-owning family, 
and many people have for a long time be­ 
lieved him to be the real Governor. 
The 
crime is mure inexplicable when one consid­ 
ers the good temper uf the Irish and the re- 
j -icing over the release of the suspects.” 
Biggar deeply deplored the tragedy, and 
said it was all the more lamentable as Lord 
F'rederick Cavendish was one of the least ob­ 
noxious Liberal members. 


LAND LEAGUE MANIFESTO.

unprovoked assassination of a frieiluly stranger, 
and that until the m urderers of Cavendish and 
Burke are brought to justice that stain will roily 
our country’s name.

Thomas Burke atsassinated 7 The friend of 
my father, and who has often dined at our 
house ; and Lord Cavendish, too 7 I don’t 
see why they Bhould wish to assassinate 
mediocrity, for he was just an easy-going, 
pleasant, mediocre gentleman, whom no one 
should have a grudge against. 
Such, too, 
was Burke. 
He had filled many official posi­ 
tions ; but none that brought him iu contact 
with the Irish people. Tne assassinations 
were undoubtedly the result of intoxication 
at what the Irish thought a complete vic­ 
tory. They have turned liberty iuto license; 
but when liberty conies with hands daubed in 
blood, it is hard to shake hands with her. 
But then, we forget how much England is to 
blame. 
She ie morally reaping the fruit of 
seven centuries of injustice.

The Boston Hr m id says: The news from 
Ireland is very sad, very terrible and of ex- 
tremest moment. Fowl assassination will re­ 
ceive nothing but abhorrent condemnation 
from Davitt and Parnell, and we shall re- 
jeice to hear that the Irish leaders have given 
practical expression to their indignation by 
proclaiming their condemnation of the cow­ 
ardly assassin. 
Tne New York Times says: There is in 
this horribly event one suggestion that 
America cannot regard without 6hame. 
It is

murder of Lord Cavendish should suffer the 
penalty of their crime, there are those among 
ourselves more guilty, because less daring, 
who, if justice were done, would share their 
fate. 
The New York Herald says: The murder 
could not have happened at a more inauspici­ 
ous moment for Ireland. She was enjoying a 
great victory. She had obtained more at one 
stroke than she had expected to obtain in the 
course of years. The crisis has now come ;

W hat has to be done must 
be done quickly, and must be wholly radical 
in its nature.

Stabbing Affray Between Brothers One 
K illed and llte Other W onnded. 
San F rancisco, M ay 7th.—Two brothers 
—John R. and Jam es G. Troy, both youDg 
men—became involved in a quarrel this morn­ 
ing about 1 o’clock, culminating in a m utual 
stabbing affray, which resulted fatally to the 
last named person.

any c >nversation with Mr. Andereon upon 
these matters. 
$usie Hurtado recalled, aud asked whether 
A* had any of the letters written by Estu­ 
ardo. 
Obj 4clion as incompetent sustained. 
De­ 
fense excepts. 
Mrs. Hurtado at request of the jury wa3 
directed by the Court to write bath in Span­ 
ish and in English : “ This is a sample of my 
handwriting. 
Sacramento, May 6, 1882. 
Su-ie H urtado.” This was directed to be 
indorsed upon the translatim of the letters 
already introduced in evidence. 
She still 
evinced the cool presence and lick of any 
emotion. 
This was the case in a most re­ 
markable degree, cjnsidering the circum­ 
stances of this case and her peculiar relation 
thereto. 
Joe Hurtado (counsel for defendant .did not 
desire to place defendant cn the stand, but 
it was his own wi=h)—I am 29 years of age. 
Estuardo and myself were always friends up 
t »the time 1 found he was not a friend. 
I 
was engaged in all kinds of business. 
Last 
fail 1 was outside agent for the Daviaville 
and Sacramento boat lioe ; also once a river 
pilot, and hotel runner. 
My residence at 
that tim e was oa Fourth and P streets. 
I 
was away from home most of the time. 
I 
was very friendly with Estuardo. Had a con­ 
versation with him about my family matters. 
I had a conversation with Estnardo about ray 
wife iu the latter part of November, about 
Thanksgiving. 
I felt good, and had money 
in my pocket. 
He asked me to drink ; I also 
asked him to drink. 
We kept this up until 
12 or 1 o’clock, when ho got up aud said he 
h:«d somethiug to say to nie, if I would not 
g^t mad. 
I said no. 
He then said he liked 
my sister-in-law, and wanted to m arry her. 
I told him the did not like a boüe in his body, 
and would n**t m arry him. 
He alio, about 4 
oYlock, asked me another question, which 
was, “ Is it so that you have a pistol at heme 
to blow my brains out?” that he heard that I 
had sai 1 so. 
He said Miss Rosas told Facuo- 
da’s wife, and she told him. 
I was at once 
suspicious, aud he had never given me cau?e 
for any such action. 
A fter thr.t I went to 
the State House Saloon, and asked a man by 
the name of O’Brien certain questions. About 
1 o’c lock I met Paul, and took a drink, and 
as I crossed J and Fourth streets I met Es­ 
tuardo, and he a-ked me where I was going. 
T said homo. 
He wanted me to go over to 
Castro’s, and I had a turkey. 
He wanted me 
to give him the im key, ami let him tak* 
it home for me. 
W e afterwards went to the 
train together 
He once came back to the 
hotel and had another drink. 
I then went 
home and my wifa said, “ Hello, stranger.” 
She asked me where I had been. 
I said a 
little business you will hear of presently. 
I told my sister in-law w hat Estuardo had 
said about m arrying her. 
She told me to 
tell him to go and m arry one of his own kiad. 
I then tcld my wife that he thonght some­ 
thing of her, and that it cost me $00 to find 
out something. H er acts nt that time caused 
me to suspicion her. 
I told her I knew all, 
and she had better make a clean confeseion. 
I said all I want ia for you to pack up my 
trunk and let me go and “ God help you.”^ She 
then asked me ab <ut letter?, and admitted 
receiving eight or ten. 
She said the last^ let­ 
ter wa.s about half an hour before that time. 
In th at letter he said th at he was all night 
with me, and that I did Dot smell anything; 
That he wanted my wife to go up toTenyck 
building ; that her letters were in a stand 
drawer.

REBUTTAL FOR PROSECUTION. 
M att. K archer recalled—Hurtado, while in 
my custody, was, when I first took him in 
the office, quite excited ; after that he was 
cool and collected. 
Ilurtado requested the 
reporters to come in. 
Am quite sure of that, 
es I went iu and asked H urtado if he wanted 
to see the reporters. 
I did not advise him to 
have any conversation with the reporters. It 
was perhaps an hour after the arrest before I 
had a: y cammanication with H urtado. 
I 
d-au't think I asked him what cause he had 
for killicg Estuardo at. that time. 
J . H. Miller (Mr. M iller’s statem ent was 
in regard to the published statem ent in the 
R ecord-Union made by Hurtado to him)— 
Hurtado was cool aud collected, and fcls man­ 
ner wa? straightforward and his statem ent 
deliberately made. 
He acted naturally. 
His statem ent to me was voluntary. 
I asked 
him a few questions about his 
age and 
family. He knew my business, acd that the 
statem ent would be published in the R ec 
ord-U nion. 
Cross-examination—I told him that the 
statement was for publication. 
I was in im­ 
pressed with the truth of the statem ent from 
his manner. 
J . McFetrieh, of the iJtiih/ Bee, made a 
similar statement. 
11. W . Dunlevy—Am a policem an; in 
charge of the City Prison at date of killing 
of Estuardo. H urtado was somewhat excited, 
the same as he had been on some other occa­ 
sions when fighting. 
Cross-examination—He did not for several 
days seeni to realize the enorm ity of his 
crime. 
Mrs. Kennedy was called, and not answer­ 
ing, an attachm ent was issued for her. Upon 
the ifficei returning, it appeared that the 
witness was too ill to come into Court. 
Court ruled th at the case would have to be 
cl oi ed without the witness’ testimony. 
The case was here closed. 
Defendant’s counsel asked that the case go 
over until Monday, as he was unable to argue 
the c*se on either instructions at this time. 
D istrict A* torn ay H. L . Buckley made the 
opening argument, reviewing the testimony 
and the law of the case. 
C. T. Jones fol­ 
lowed. and spobe for two hours and a half. 
Grove I/. Joi nson made the closing argument, 
and tae jury were instructed by the Court. 
The charge of the Court was the same 
usually given in cases of this kind, except 
that portion relating to seduction and adult­ 
ery. 
Tliat portion of the charge is given in 
full, as fallows : 
“ Neither the seduction of the defendant’s 
wife by the deceased, nor an adulterous in­ 
tercourse between her and the deceased, will 
constitute an excuse cr justification for his 
killing. 
The law provides the m eats and 
prescribes the mode of punishment of all who 
transgress, but never perm its an aggrieved 
party to take the law into his own hands and 
avenge his real or supposed wrongs. 
The 
Courts are opeu and free to all, and will when 
appealed to redress all wrongs ; and it is the 
rignt and the duty of all persons suffering 
wreng at the hands of others to app?al to the 
tribunals of justice for their own redress or 
the punishm ent of wroDgdcers. 
If a m2n is 
suddenly informed of a probable act of adult­ 
ery between his wife and another man, or dir- 
c »vers the adulterers in the act or in a situa­ 
tion to cause a reasonable man to believe they 
had committed adultery, and in the haste and 
excitement of hot aDger or indignation slays 
the destroyer of his home, the law, in its ten­ 
derness for the weakness and passions of men, 
will mitigate his offense and punish him for 
manslaughter only; but if he has time for re­ 
flection. and, after deliberating upon his 
wrong, determines to take revenge, aud in 
pursuance of a deliberate and premeditated 
intent kills the seducer, he is guilty of mur­ 
der in tbe tiret degree, and the adultery is no j 
excuse or justification, any more than would 
be any other real or supposed wrong consti­ 
tuting the basis of feelings of hatred aud 
revenge. 
W hether or not there was reason­ 
able time for reflection, is a question of fact for 
tbe jury to determine from the evidence and 
circumstances of each particular case. 
The 
law requires all men to subdue th tir passions 
aud to overcome and suppress all impul-es to 
avenge real or supposed wrong?, and allows 
such time for the blood to cool as would en­ 
able a reasonable and ordinary man to reflect 
asd 
consider and take a scber second 
thought ; and if a man after due time for re­ 
flection has elapsed broods over bis wrong and 
deliberately determines to slay the wrong­ 
doer, and does so, he is guilty of murder, no 
m atter how grievous the wrong or outrage 
perpetrated upon him. 
Malice is an essentia! 
element to constitute a homicide murder, and 
a killing without malice is not murder. 
Th** 
words 'm alice’ and 
‘maliciously,’ import 
to vex, annoy or injure another person, or an 
iBtent to do a wrongful act. 
If the desire to 
vex, annoy or injure another person, or the 
intent to do an act which is wrongful, exists, 
it makes no difference whether such desire or 
intent is promoted by a sense of injury suf­ 
fered cr not, if the accused has had sufficient 
time for reflection to enable the reason of an 
ordinary person to resume its sway. 
Men 
must not yield to impulses of revenge or ether 
evil passions, and if they do, the legal penalty 
falls upon them. 
I t ia immaterial in this 
cose whether the adultery was actually com­ 
m itted bv deceased and defendant’s wife or 
not. 
Evidence of information given to de­ 
fendant that improper conduct or relations 
had occurred between defendant’s wife and 
deceased is to be considered only as affecting 
the question of defendant’s mental condi­ 
tion ” 
The jury retired a few minutes before 12 
o’clock. 
A bout 1 o’clock A. M. the jury returned 
asking to be instructed whether, if the ju*y 
found a verdict of guilty of m urder in the 
firefc degree, they were to fix the penalty. 
They were instructed by ihe Court that *h? 
penalty of m urder in tbe firet degree was 
death, hut that the jury had the discretion, 
if they so desired, to modify the penalty to 
imprisonment for life. 
I f they found the 
defendant guilty of m urder in the first degree,

brought them to the extrem ity of a penin­ 
sula, and after some delay in waiting for this 
river to freeze, they crossed the river to the 
west bank on or about the 1st of October. 
The width of the river was about 500 yards. 
Before crossing they got another deer. 
The 
Captain’s intention was to make for a place 
called “ S agasta” on the map. 
Krrickson 
died. 
H is toes had been amputated by the 
doctor. 
During the retreat, after crossing 
the river, he one night pulled off his m ittens 
and one of his hands became frost-bilteD, and 
the circulation could not be restored in it. 
He died, and was buried in the river. 
Then 
it was that the Captain decided to send 
Noros and Niederraann ahead. 
The food 
had been quite exhausted, the party existing 
only on brandy. 
Noros thinks it was Sunday 
when they left. 
The Captain had held di­ 
vine services. 
The men were seated on the 
bank of the river. 


ALTER THE SERVICE 
H e called the two men, told them he wanted 
them to push ahead, and that he would fol­ 
low with his party. 
“ If yen find gam e,” 
were his last words, “ then return to us ; if 
you do not, then go to Kum ak .Surka." Noroa 
thus describes the parting: “ The Captain 
read divine service before we left. 
A ll the 
men shook hinds with us, and m ost of them 
had tears in their eyes. 
Collins was the lost. 
H e sim ply said : 
* Noro®, when you get to 
New York remember m e.’ 
They seemed to 
have lost all hope, but as we lef; they gave 
us three cheers. W e told them that we would 
do all that we could do, and that was tho last 
we saw of them .’’ Noros continued : “ W hen 
we left the Captain said that Kumak Surka 
would be the nearest village. 
The scow had 
fallen to the depth of a foot to a foot and a 
half.” 
From questions then put to Noros I | 
gathered the following description of the 
placa of leave-taking : The river was about ¡ 
five hundred yards wide, and the place was ¡ 
near where the mountains on the western side 
tnded. 
There w sr one spot which remained 
distinctly impressed upon his mind, nsm ely, 
a high, conical, rocky i-i&nd, which rose up 
out of the river, aud which he called Ostava 
or Stalboy. 
H ow he got the name is not \ 
quite clear, but the

bv north from the point where they left the 
Captain.

They chewed

point oa which Noros is clear, is that about 
two days after leaving the Captain they 
crossed the Lena to the east side, in the hope 
of finding game in the mountains, and that it 
took them a very long tim e to cross the ice at 
that point. 
I judge, therefore, that the place 
crossed by them is a broad expanse of the 
Lena, marked on the map as near Sacas ; 
therefore I coDeludethat the search will have 
to be made .to the north of this expansion of 
the river. 
Noros believes that Niadermann 
will be able to point where they left the Cap­ 
tion. 
Noros offered to go him self with M el­ 
ville on the search, bnt for some reason nr 
other M erville refused his assistance. 
The 
rest of the journey of the two men is told in 
Ninderm ann’s letter. 
I have only to add 
that if the names given by Noros m ay not 
agree w ith the chart sent to the N avy D e­ 
partm ent by M elville, I have sim ply told the 
story as I got it, and It seems clear enough to 
me that had M elville begun on the search 
from the south upward, instead of going first 
to the north, he would have found the sur­ 
vivors, and perhaps all in good tim e. 
I must 
add, too, that the fir*t dispatches sent from 
Y akutsk appear to have done injustice to 
Noros and Ninermann, making it appear as 
if they had deserted their comrades, taking 
the boat with them . 
The boat had been 
abandoned long before, and, as I said, Noros 
tells me a straight story.”
